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THE  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


OF 

WONFORD  HOUSE, 


OBJECT  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

1.  This  Institution  shall  be  for  the  reception  of  two 
classes  of  Insane  Patients,  viz  : 

a.  Patients  in  more  or  less  affluent  circumstances,  who 

shall  contribute,  according  to  the  accommodation 
required,  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

b.  Patients  in  limited  circumstances,  but  in  a  position 
of  life  to  render  them  unsuitable  for  admission  into 
Pauper  Asylums,  who  shall  be  received  at  such  reduced 
rates  of  payment  as  the  Committee,  upon  consideration 
of  the  circumstances  of  each  case,  may  determine, 
and  some  even  gratuitously  in  recent  and  curable 
cases. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  GOVERNMENT. 

2.  The  Institution  shall  be  styled  “  The  Wonford  House 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  near  Exeter.” 

3.  Every  Benefactor  of  Ten  Guineas  or  upwards  shall  be  a 
Governor  and  eligible  to  all  offices ;  but  shall  not  vote  until 
the  expiration  of  six  calendar  months  after  he  shall  have  been 
reported  a  Governor  to  the  Committee  of  Management.

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Control.  4.  The  control  and  direction  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in 

a  Committee  of  Management,  consisting  of  the  President  and 
Vice-President,  of  Benefactors  of  Twenty  Guineas  or  upwards, 
and  of  Ten  other  Governors  to  be  elected  annually;  and  in  case 
of  a  vacancy  happening  in  the  elective  portion  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  by  death  or  resignation,  the  Committee  may  fill  up 
such  vacancy. 

General  Courts.  5.  A  General  Court  of  Governors,  of  whom  five  shall  form 
a  quorum,  shall  be  held  at  the  Hospital  four  times  in  every 
year,  namely,  in  the  week  next  following  each  usual  Quarter- 
Day,  to  receive  the  Reports  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Chaplain,  to  transact  such  other  business  and  to  pass  such 
Resolutions  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

„  .  ,  „  ,  6.  Special  General  Courts  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and

Courts.  places  as  the  President  or  Vice-President  may  think  proper,  or 

as  the  same  may  be  required  by  a  resolution  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  or  by  five  Governors ;  and  three  clear  days 
notice  at  least  (except  in  the  case  of  urgent  necessity)  shall 
be  given  of  the  object  and  of  the  time  of  holding  every  such 
meeting,  and  notice  of  every  motion  intended  to  be  made 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  summons.

7.  At  the  General  Quarterly  Court  held  next  after  Christ¬ 
mas  Day,  the  Annual  Election  of  the  President  and  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  shall  be  made,  who  shall  enter  on 
their  respective  offices  the  next  Committee  day  after  their 
election,  and  the  President  shall  have  power  by  writiug 
under  his  hand,  to  appoint  a  Vice-President. 

8.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President 
shall  take  the  Chair,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Meeting 
shall  choose  its  own  Chairman  ;  and  in  case  of  an  equality  of 
votes  at  any  meeting,  the  President,  Vice-President,  or  elected 
Chairman,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 


9.  No  Governor  or  Member  of  the  Committee  shall,  it  a  Limitation  of 

voting  Powers. 

paid  officer,  vote  on  questions  affecting  Salaries  or  Fees 
of  officers ;  nor  shall  any  Member  of  the  Committee  supply 
any  goods  or  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  nor  be 
interested  in  any  contract  for  providing  the  same. 

10.  All  money  received  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  shall  to 

be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and  no  receipt  but 

his  shall  be  valid.  All  securities  upon  the  admission  of 

Patients,  and  all  contracts  with  Tradesmen  or  others  shall 

be  taken  and  made  in  the  name  of  the  Treasurer.  A  full 

and  particular  abstract  of  the  Treasurer’s  Accounts,  and  of  Treasurer’s 
1  t  Accounts. 

the  general  concerns  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  annually 
prepared  and  printed  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
of  Management,  and  laid  before  the  General  Court  held 
next  after  Lady-Day,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  sent 
to  each  Governor,  at  least  three  clear  days  previously,  and 
the  financial  year  shall  dose  on  the  31st  of  December. 

11.  All  real  and  personal  Property  belonging  to  the  Insti-  Property  to  be

tution  shall  be  vested  in  the  names  of  four  Governors,  to  be  Trustees, 
appointed  Trustees  by  a  General  Court,  and  such  Trustees 
shall  subscribe  a  Declaration  of  Trust  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  which  book,  together  with  all  deeds  or  documents 
of  title  and  securities,  shall  be  deposited  in  a  Muniment  Chest 
and  be  kept  at  the  Hospital. 

12.  All  new  Works  shall  be  undertaken  and  made  under  New  Works 
the  diiection  and  general  inspection  of  a  Special  Committee  ~ 

to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  at  a  Court  of  Governors, 
unless  the  expense  attending  the  same  do  not  exceed  <^100, 
in  which  case  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  com¬ 
petent  to  give  the  necessaiy  directions. 

13.  The  Medical  Establishment  of  the  Institution  shall  Medical  staff, 
consist  of  a  Medical  Superintendent  and  an  Assistant  Medical 

Officer  to  be  paid  by  salary.  There  may  be  also  one  or

more  Medical  or  Surgical  Practitioners  appointed  to  assist 
the  House  Committee  in  carrying  out  Regulations  29  and 
30,  who  shall  be  paid  by  salaries  or  fees,  or  partly  by  one  and 
partly  by  the  other,  as  the  Committee  of  Management  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine.  And  should  a  Medical  or 
Surgical  Practitioner  be 'appointed  to  accompany  the  House 
Committee  in  their  visits,  he  shall  assist  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  laid  down  in  Rules  29  and  30,  and  shall  have  power 
to  report  at  his  discretion  to  the  Committee  of  Management.  ’ 

14.  A  Rook  entitled  the  “Visiting  Governors’  Book”  shall 
be  constantly  kept  in  the  Board  Room,  wherein  any  Governor, 
who  may  think  proper  to  visit  the  Hospital,  may  enter 
observations  and  suggestions,  and  this  Book  shall  be  laid  on 
the  Table  whenever  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  be 
sitting. 

15.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  8  and  9  Viet., 
cap.  100,  and  16  and  17  Viet.,  cap.  96,  no  persons  whosoever 
shall  be  permitted  to  view  the  Hospital,  except  Governors, 
and  also  except  such  Friends  and  Relations  of  Patients,  and 
other  persons  as  may  have  the  express  permission  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent ;  and  no  Governor  or  other  person, 
unless  specially  authorised  by  the  Committee  of  Management 
or  House  Committee,  shall  be  permitted  to  see  any  Patient 
to  whom  in  the  opinion  of  Medical  Superintendent  a  visit 
might  be  prejudicial,  and  as  to  whom  he  shall  have  given  in¬ 
ductions  in  writing  to  that  effect  to  the  Attendants  in  charge. 

16.  If  at  any  time  it  happen  that  the  number  of  Gover¬ 
nors  be  reduced  to  twenty,  of  whom  there  shall  not  be 
one  half  whose  usual  residence  shall  be  within  twenty-five 
miles  of  the  Hospital,  the  remaining  Governors  shall,  within 
three  months  after  such  reduction, — to  be  notified  to  them  on 
its  taking  place  by  the  Treasurer — proceed  to  nominate  by 
lists  (at  which  nomination  the  proxies  of  absent  Governors 
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shall  be  admitted),  ten  other  persons,  who  together  with  such 
remaining  Governors,  shall  execute  the  functions  herein 
directed  to  be  performed  by  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital , 
and  this  mode  of  renewing  the  Trust  shall  be  adopted  as 
often  as  the  number  of  Governors  shall  be  reduced  to  twenty, 
as  aforesaid. 

17.  No  General  Regulation  shall  be  made,  altered,  or  Alteration  or

repealed,  but  at  a  General  Court  of  Governors,  in  which  Regulations, 
seven  at  least  shall  be  consenting  to  such  making,  altering, 
or  repealing,  and  not  less  than  three  clear  days’  notice  shall  be 
given  of  the  proposed  alteration,  specifying  the  nature  of  it. 


ADMISSION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  PATIENTS. 

18.  Each  patient,  male  and  female,  shall  be  seen  on  ad-  Patients  to  be 
A  ,  examined  on 

mission  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  the  person  of  Admission, 
every  patient,  male  and  female,  shall  immediately  afterwards 
be  carefully  examined  by  the  respective  Head  Attendants, 
who  shall  forthwith  report  in  writing  to  the  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent  the  bodily  condition  of  the  Patient,  and  especially 
any  bruise,  injury,  or  mark  which  may  have  been  observed  in 
such  examination,  or  the  absence  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  upon  receiving  notice 
of  the  existence  of  any  recent  injury  or  apparent  bodily 
disorder,  at  once  himself  to  make  a  personal  examination  of 
the  Patient. 


19.  No  Patient  shall  be  allowed  Wine,  Spirituous  Liquors,  Allowance  of

or  Strong  Beer,  unless  by  order  of  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent. 


20.  No  Patient  shall  be  placed  in  seclusion  or  put  under 
restraint,  unless  by  order  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.

21.  The  Patients  shall  be  encouraged  to  walk  in  the 
different  gardens  and  grounds  allotted  for  that  purpose,  and

employed  as  far  as  practicable  in  suitable  occupations,  and 
shall  also  be  permitted,  under  proper  control,  to  walk  beyond 
the  grounds,  and  to  have  carriage  exercise,  and  also  to 
attend  places  of  Public  Worship.  And  in  case  the  Medical 
Superintendent  be  of  opinion  that  any  Patient  may  be  safely 
and  beneficially  entrusted  with  the  liberty  of  going  beyond 
the  grounds,  “on  parole,”  and  unaccompanied  by  an  attendant, 
he  be  empowered  to  grant  such  permsssion,  provided  it  does 
not  extend  to  any  locality  which  may  be  considered  dangerous.

Restriction  of  23.  No  Patient  shall  be  attended  professionally  by  any 
Attendance.10^  Medical  Practitioner  without  the  consent  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  or  by  an  order  in  writing  from  two  Members 
of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  a  Commissioner  in 
Lunacy.

24.  In  cases  of  emergency  the  Medical  Superintendent  shall 
be  empowered  to  admit  Patients  conditionally,  such  admission 
to  be  reported  at  the  first  meeting  whether  of  the  House 
Committee  or  Committee  of  Management. 


COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

Committee  of  25.  The  Committee  of  Management,  of  whom  three  shall 
and  Duties.  form  a  quorum,  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  once  in  each 
month,  or  oftener  if  they  think  fit,  to  admit  and  discharge 
Patients  and  fix  the  rate  of  their  payments,  to  receive  the 
Reports  of  the  House  Committee,  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent’s,  the  Treasurer’s,  the  Chaplain’s,  and  statutory 
Reports,  and  to  determine  thereon ;  to  appoint  and  discharge 
the  Medical  and  other  Officers,  Attendants  and  Servants ;  to 
fix  all  Salaries  and  Wages ;  and,  in  their  discretion,  to  grant

retiring  Pensions  to  any  Officers  or  Servants,  subject  to 
confirmation  at  the  next  monthly  Committee  Meeting;  to 
despatch  the  ordinary  and  casual  business  ;  to  appoint  three 
of  their  number  to  be  the  House  Committee  for  the  ensuing 
month;  to  keep  Minutes  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  to 
make  a  Report  thereof  to  every  Quarterly  General  Court. 

26.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Committee  may  be  convened,  Special  Meet-

27.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  authority  Power  to  make 

°  .  Bye-Laws. 

to  pass  Resolutions  or  make  Bye-Laws  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  better  government  of  the  Institution,  but  so  that  such 
Resolutions  or  Bye-Laws  be  not  inconsistent  with  nor  tend  to 
controvert  or  set  aside  any  of  the  general  Regulations  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State. 


AUDITORS. 

28  The  Committee  of  Management  shall,  at  their  first  Appointment 
Meeting  after  their  Election,  and  from  time  to  time  when  their  Duties, 
necesary,  appoint  two  Auditors  from  their  own  body,  or  a 
professional  Auditor  if  thought  desirable,  who  shall  examine 
all  Accounts  delivered  in  and  report  the  same  at  the  Com¬ 
mittee  Meeting  in  each  month,  and  shall  audit  the  Treasurers 
Account  prior  to  its  annual  presentation. 


HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

29.  The  House  Committee,  two  of  whom  shall  form  a  House  Corn- 
quorum,  shall  not  less  than  twice  a  month  attend  at  and  their6 Duties, 
inspect  the  Hospital,  examine  the  food,  and  ascertain  that  all 
contracts  are  performed,  visit  all  the  patients  (unless  special 
circumstances  render  this  in  any  case  unadvisable)  and  all.  the

apartments  appropriated  to  their  use,  and  shall  also  enquire 
and  examine  as  to  the  convalescence  and  improvement  of 
particular  patients,  and  as  to  the  treatment,  health,  comfort, 
and  general  condition  of  all ;  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their 
proceedings  and  make  entries  of  the  result  of  their  visits  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Committee  of  Management. 

Power  to  admit  30.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  power  at  their  Visits 

Patients.cliarge  to  discharge  Patients,  and  also  to  admit  Patients  subject  to 
a  revision,  if  thought  necessary,  of  the  terms  of  admission  by 
the  Committee  of  Management. 


TREASURER. 

Treasurer  and  3^  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  monies  due  to  the 
Institution ;  he  shall  apply  for  payment  of  the  board  of  Patients 
on  the  four  usual  Quarter-Days  of  the  year,  or  oftener  if 
necessary  ;  he  shall  make  all  payments  on  account  of  the 
Institution,  and  discharge  all  bills  duly  audited  and  passed 
by  the  Committee  of  Management,  taking  legal  vouchers 
for  the  same  ;  he  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
monies  which  he  shall  receive  or  pay  away  on  account  of  the 
Institution,  and  deliver  a  statement  thereof  to  the  Committee 
of  Management  monthlv ;  his  account  shall  be  kept  in  a 
clear,  simple,  and  comprehensive  manner,  and  be  made  up 
and  balanced  to  the  four  usual  Quarter-Days  of  the  year; 
and  he  shall  prepare  the  Abstract  of  Accounts  required  by 
Regulation  10  to  be  bid  before  the  Geneial  Court  next 
after  Lady-Day  annually.

33.  The  Medical  Superintendent  (who  shall  be  duly  regis-  ^{^ent 'nT* 
tered  both  in  medicine  and  surgery)  shall  be  resident  in  the  reside  in  Hos

Hospital,  and  never  practice  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  attend 
to  any  other  business  than  that  of  the  Hospital. 

34.  He  shall  be  the  responsible  head  of  the  whole  establish-  To  be  respon- 

.  sible  Head  of 

ment,  which  he  shall  conduct  in  conformity  with  the  rules  institution, 
laid  down  for  his  guidance  and  with  the  instructions  he  may 
from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  General  and  House  Com¬ 
mittees. 

35.  He  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  medical,  surgical,  and  Direction  and 
moral  treatment  of  the  Patients  (with  power  to  classify  Patients, 
them),  and  of  all  general  arrangements  within  the  Hospital, 
including  the  regulation  of  dietary. 

36.  He  shall  go  round  the  House  and  visit  each  Patient  Daily  Visits, 
every  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary. 

37.  In  any  case  of  Medical  or  Surgical  difficulty  or  serious  Consultation, 
illness,  or  at  the  request  of  the  friends  of  a  Patient,  he  shall 

call  in  the  assistance  of  a  Physician  in  medical  cases,  or  a 
Surgeon  in  surgical  cases  for  consultation,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management 
or  House  Committee ;  and  if  professional  assistance  be  called 
in  at  the  request  of  friends  the  expense  shall  be  charged  to  them, 
unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment. 

38.  On  the  recovery  of  any  Patient,  he  shall  forthwith  Notice  of  Re¬ 

covery  of 

transmit  notice  of  such  recovery  to  the  person  who  signed  Patients, 
the  order  for  his  Admission,  or  by  whom  the  last  payment  on 
account  of  such  Patient  was  made,  and  in  case  such  Patient 
be  not  discharged  or  removed  within  fourteen  days  from  the 
giving  of  such  notice,  he  shall,  immediately  after  the  expiration 
of  such  period,  transmit  notice  of  the  recovery  of  such 
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Patient  to  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  with  the  date  of 
the  notice  first  mentioned  in  this  Rule. 

Absence  from  39.  He  shall  never  absent  himself  fiom  the  Hospital  without 
Hospital.  leaving  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  patients, 

or,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  such  Assistant  Medical  Officer, 
without  leaving  a  qualified  person  to  be  approved  by  the 
President.  Vice-President,  or  two  Members  of  the  House 
Committee  to  undertake  his  duties;  he  shall  never  absent 
himself  from  the  Hospital  for  one  night  without  leave  from 
the  President,  Vice-President,  or  two  members  of  the  House 
Committee,  and  he  shall  never  be  absent  at  any  time  without 
leaving  a  note  in  writing  with  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
where  he  may  be  found. 

Books  and  Cor-  40.  He  shall  keep  and  fill  up  the  Statutory  Books,  and  all 
respondence.  0^er  ^oks  ordered  by  the  Committee  or  General  Courts, 

and  conduct  all  correspondence  relating  to  the  Patients,  and 
produce  such  books  and  correspondence  at  the  four  Quarterly 
Courts,  and  the  Meetings  of  the  Committee  of  Management 
and  House  Committee. 

Hiring,  &c. ,  Of  41.  He  shall  have  authority  to  recommend  the  hiring  of  all 
Se^ants!tsand  attendants  and  servants,  to  suspend  the  head  attendants  and 
other  sub-officers  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  or  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  to  suspend, 
and  in  case  of  gross  misconduct  to  dismiss  all  other  attendants 
and  servants,  reporting  such  dismissal  at  the  next  meeting  of 
either  Committee,  and  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  he  shall  have  authority  over  all 
resident  officers,  attendants,  and  servants. 


ASSISTANT  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

Assistant Medi-  42.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  (who  shall  be  duly 
Ss  Duties. and  registered,  both  in  Medicine  and  Surgery)  shall  be  resident 
in  the  Hospital  and  never  practice  out  of  the  Hospital  or 


attend  to  any  other  business  than  that  of  the  Hospital.  He 
shall  act  under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Superintendent, 
and  subject,  as  after  mentioned,  he  shall  not  absent  himself 
from  the  Hospital  at  the  same  time  as  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  nor  at  any  time  without  his  consent.  In 
case  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  being  left  in  sole  charge 
of  the  Patients  he  is  to  be  subject  to  the  regulations  laid 
down  for  the  guidance  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  is 
to  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities  of  such 
Superintendent. 

CHAPLAIN. 

43.  The  Chaplain  shall  be  in  Priest’s  Orders,  and  perform  The  chaplain 
such  clerical  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  arranged  or  ‘ 
approved  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 

44.  The  Chaplain  shall  name  a  Clergyman  to  be  approved  TonameaSuh- 
by  the  Committee  of  Management  who  shall  act  as  his  substi¬ 
tute  when  on  leave  of  absence. 


SECRETARY. 


45.  The  Secretary,  (who  may  be  the  Medical  Superin-  The  Secretary

LADIES’  COMPANION. 

47.  Subject  to  the  control  of  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment,  the  Ladies’  Companion  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Medical  Superintendent. 

48.  She  shall,  when  required,  attend  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  Committee  during  their  visits  in  the  female 
galleries,  and  she  shall  without  delay  report  all  casualties  and 
every  case  of  illness  to  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

49.  She  shall  be  companion  to  the  Lady  Patients,  whether 
in  the  galleries,  the  pleasure  grounds,  or  in  their  walks 
and  drives,  endeavouring  to  encourage,  soothe,  amuse,  and 
emplov  them  as  circumstances  may  suggest,  and  as  the 
system  of  treatment  may  require  and  permit,  and  she  shall 
frequently  visit  their  bathrooms  and  sleeping  rooms,  when 
they  are  bathing,  dressing  and  undressing,  so  as  to  direct  the 
general  arrangements  for  their  comfort. 

50.  She  shall  take  every  opportunity,  both  by  precept  and 
example,  of  enforcing  on  the  part  of  each  female  attendant 
the  exercise  of  kindness  and  gentleness  towards  the  patients, 
so  that  their  comfort  and  recovery  may  be  promoted. 

51.  She  shall  see  that  all  the  female  attendants  and  servants 
in  the  ladies’  galleries  do  their  duty  and  observe  the  rules  of 
the  Hospital,  and  shall  report  immediately  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent  any  instance  of  misbehaviour  or  neglect. 

52.  She  shall  visit  and  carefully  inspect 'the  female  sleeping 
and  day  rooms  morning  and  evening,  and  see  that  everything 
is  clean  and  orderly. 
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53.  She  shall  dine  with  the  Lady  Patients,  visit  them  at  To  dine  with 

.  .  Lady  Patients, 

their  other  meals,  and  see  that  everything  is  appropriate,  neat,  and  attend  at 

otlicr  IVX Ceils 

and  clean,  and  that  they  have  every  comfort  afforded  by  the 
appliances  of  the  establishment. 

54.  She  shall  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  her  Absence  from 

.  .  .  the  Hospital. 

office,  she  shall  not  be  absent  from  the  Hospital  without 
consent  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  not  for  more 
than  one  night  without  permission  of  the  Committee, 

President,  or  Vice-President. 


HOUSEKEEPER. 

55.  The  Housekeeper  shall  be  a  Sub-officer,  and  be  under  Housekeeper 
the  control  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  House 
Committee  and  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

56.  She  shall  be  subject  to  and  act  under  such  Rules  and  Control. 
Regulations  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  laid  down  by  the 
Committee  of  Management  for  her  guidance. 


OFFICERS,  &c.,  GENERALLY. 

57.  Every  Officer  shall  give  three  calendar  months’  Notice  to  de- 

-  ,  .  .  termine  Hiring 

and  every  Sub-officer  one  calendar  month  s  notice  in  writing  &c. 
to  terminate  the  engagement,  and  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  shall,  except  in  case  of  gross  misconduct,  give  a  similar 
notice,  or  at  their  option  pay  an  equivalent  salary. 

58.  If  any  Officer,  Sub-officer,  Attendant,  or  Servant,  No  Presents 
shall  receive  a  fee,  present,  or  other  gratuity,  he  or  she  shall  allowed.

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GENERA  L  MAN AGEMENT. 

Male  and  Fe^  59.  The  male  and  female  patients  shall  be  resident  in 
toalreskieieinS  separate  galleries,  and  no  male  attendant,  servant,  or  patient 
lenesate  Gal*  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  female  galleries,  nor  any  female 
to  enter  the  male  galleries,  except  in  cases  where  the 
Medical  Superintendent  shall  deem  it  advisable  to  give 
directions  to  the  contrary. 


No  Gallery  to 
be  left  without 
an  Attendant. 


Exceptions. 


60.  No  gallery  in  which  there  are  patients  shall  be  left 
without  an  attendant;  but  the  Medical  Superintendent  may 
give  written  permission  for  individual  patients,  not  dangerous 
to  themselves  or  others,  to  retire  to  certain  sitting  rooms, 
or  dormitories,  without  the  presence  of  an  attendant. 


Books  and 
Amusements. 


61.  In  addition  to  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  an  ample 
supply  of  books  and  cheap  publications  of  a  cheerful  nature 
shall  be  constantly  provided ;  and  various  means  of  amuse¬ 
ment  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  patients  of  both

sexes,  and  they  shall  be  encouraged  to  have  frequent  recourse 
thereto. 


Gardens,  &c.,  Q2.  The  gardens  and  pleasure  grounds  into  which  the

to  Patients.  several  galleries  open,  shall  be  accessible  to  the  patients  at  all 
suitable  times,  and  at  least  three  hours  in  the  morning,  and 
two  hours  in  the  afternoon  of  every  day,  when  the  weather  is  j 


favourable. 


■Responsibility  63.  All  the  attendants  shall  be  instructed  to  treat  their 
0t  Attendants.  patients  and  indulgently,  and  they  shall  be  responsible 

for  the  safety,  cleanliness,  and  general  condition  of  the 
patients,  and  for  the  ventilation,  proper  warmth,  and  good 
order  of  their  respective  galleries. 
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64.  Upon  any  visit  made  by  a  male  relation  or  friend, 
to  a  female  patient,  the  Ladies’  Companion  or  a  female 
attendant  shall  accompany  the  visitor,  and  remain  in  the 
room  throughout  the  interview,  if  considered  necessary  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent. 

65.  The  night  Attendants  shall  visit  such  Patients  and  at 
such  times  as  the  Medical  Superintendent  may  direct. 

66.  Copies  of  the  Rules  and  Orders  which  respectively 
relate  to  the  conduct  of  the  officers,  attendants,  and  servants 
shall  be  delivered  to  each  of  such  officers,  attendants,  and 
servants,  when  they  enter  on  their  respective  duties.
